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Tragedy 
sparks 
call for 
screening 



£120m WASTE PLANT 
WINS THE GO-AHEAD 


Luke Chapman 

A CORONER called for a 
national heart screening 
programme for young people 
after a 15-year-old Hagley 
boy died during a rugby 
match. 

Luke Chapman, of Mead- 
owcroft, died from sudden 
adult death syndrome after 
developing an irregular 
heartbeat without warning. 

He was playing rugby at 
Baxter College, Kiddermin¬ 
ster on March 20, Birming¬ 
ham Coroner’s Court heard. 
He was playing for his 
school, Haybridge High, 
Hagley. 

Birmingham Deputy 
Coroner Sarah Ormond- 
Walshe, recording a verdict 
of natural causes, said she 
would write to the Depart¬ 
ment of Health asking for a 
national heart screening 
programme to be consid¬ 
ered. 

Heart specialist Dr Mary 
Sheppard, of London’s 
Brompton Hospital, told the 
inquest 10 to 12 under-35s 
died every week in Britain 
from sudden adult arrhyth¬ 
mia. 

Dr Sheppard said in Italy 
a national screening pro¬ 
gramme had reduced similar 
deaths by 40 per cent. 

Boy is hurt 
in car crash 

A SIX-YEAR-OLD boy suf¬ 
fered abdominal injuries in a 
collision with a car in Kid¬ 
derminster. 

Paramedics and police 
were called to a car park off 
Stadium Close. 

The boy was taken to 
Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital. 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service said it was not 
believed the boy’s injuries 
were serious. 


Allen scales Mount Snowdon aged 92 


DETERMINED walker Allen 
Birch has been celebrating after 
conquering Mount Snowdon for 
the fifth time, raising more than 
£3,000 for the Midlands Air 
Ambulance in the process - and 
all at the age of 92. 

The great-grandfather shows 
no signs of slowing down. He 
only started his annual climb of 
the 3,560ft Welsh mountain at 
the age of 86 and now trains for 
his fundraising efforts by 
walking 14 miles in the West 
Midlands every Saturday. 

Mr Birch, a former soldier in 
the Royal Engineers, has now 
raised more than £20,000 for 
charity with his walks. 

Last year he raised £3,320 for 
the Help for Heroes charity. 

Mr Birch, who was a building 
manager at Brintons Carpets in 
Kidderminster before his retire¬ 
ment at 67, arrived at the base of 
Snowdon at 8.30am and had 
reached the top by 1pm. 

The trip was postponed by a 
day due to heavy rain but the sun 
shone when he made the 
summit. 

Tradition 

Fellow walkers stopped to con¬ 
gratulate him on his efforts. And 
Mr Birch, of Bewdley, continued 
his tradition of cutting a spe¬ 
cially-made cake he had taken 
along. 

Mr Birch, who served during 
the Second World War in 
Hamburg and Egypt, is already 
planning next year’s Snowdon 
trip. 

He said: “When I got to the top 
everyone saw me and they 
realised I was getting on a bit, so 
they started cheering an clap¬ 
ping. 

“I went to the restaurant 
there and cut the cake. It was a 
really nice day. 

“I am getting older and slower, 
but I definitely plan to keep 
going to keep fit.”

CAMPAIGNERS who have 
battled a planned £120m waste 
incinerator near Kidderminster 
are deciding whether to con¬ 
tinue their fight after it won the 
go-ahead. 

The plans were approved by Communities and 
Local Government Secretary Eric Pickles after a 
three-year campaign by local residents. 

The EnviRecover plant in Hartlebury could be 
open by late 2013 and bosses say they hope to 
start building by the end of the year. 

Meanwhile, the campaigners are taking legal 
advice on what to do next. 

The Mercia Waste Management plant will take 
up to 200,000 tons of waste from Worcestershire 
and Herefordshire each year. 

This will then be converted into up to 15.5 
megawatts of electricity - enough to supply about 
20,000 homes. 

But the scheme, unveiled in 2009, prompted 
more than 1,100 letters of objection from people 
living in the area and a petition against the plant 
was signed by 2,300 people. 

Mercia Waste spokeswoman Julie Fourcade 
said: “There are still hurdles to get past with con¬ 
tractual agreements but we expect to be ready to 
get started very soon.” 

Decision 

Campaign group Worcestershire Residents 
Against Incineration and Landfill (WAIL) fear an 
increase in traffic and pollution, and that the 
development would damage the landscape. The 
group raised thousands of pounds to fight the 
scheme. 

They have been meeting their legal team and 
have said they intend to oppose the decision. 

WAIL chairman Ray Kirby said: “We won't 
make a decision on what to do next until we have 
taken advice. We have to look at the issues of costs 
and how long it would take.” 

The plans went before a public inquiry last 
November after being called in by Mr Pickles. 

WAIL argued neither Mercia Waste Manage¬ 
ment nor Worcestershire County Council had 
looked at alternative methods of waste disposal. 

They argued that other methods, including 
anaerobic digestion where micro-organisms 
break down waste, would be a better alternative. 

Mercia director John Plant said: “EnviRecover 
is an appropriate and sustainable waste manage¬ 
ment solution that brings added benefits through 
generating renewable energy, and stimulating the 
local economy. 

“This state-of-the-art residual waste treatment 
infrastructure will end reliance on unsustainable 
and costly landfill.” 


Gang of 
thugs in 
dramatic 
shop raid 

STAFF at a Tesco store in 
Kidderminster were threat¬ 
ened by an armed gang in a 
terrifying raid. 

The drama happened on 
Sunday night. 

Four men in dark clothing 
and wearing balaclavas 
walked into Tesco Express, 
in Stourbridge Road, just 
before 11pm. 

The thugs had weapons 
including a crowbar. 

The three shop workers 
were threatened by the gang 
who demanded cigarettes 
and cash. 

They then fled with their 
haul. No-one was hurt and it 
is not yet clear how much 
money was taken. 

Police investigating the 
raid believe it may be linked 
with another incident in the 
town centre just after 
10.30pm. 

In that incident, a man in 
a balaclava smashed the rear 
windscreen of a car in Lion 
Street with a crowbar just as 
the motorist was getting 
into the vehicle. 

Detective Inspector Dean 
Jones said: “We are looking 
at whether these incidents 
are linked.” 

Anyone with information 
about either incident is 
asked to call police on 101, 
quoting incident reference 
645-S-050812. 

Man injured 
in assault 

POLICE are appealing for 
witnesses to an assault in 
Kidderminster which left a 
man with a fractured jaw. 

It happened between lam 
and 5am on July 28, in 
Green Street. 

The victim, in his 20s, had 
just left Tribe nightclub 
when he was assaulted. He 
was left unconscious. 

Pc Kay Fillmore said: 
“This was a nasty attack and 
as victim had to have 
surgery to insert metal 
plates into his jaw.”

Computer delays hit council 
move to new headquarters

WYRE Forest District Council 
has been forced to delay 
moving more than 200 staff 
into its new multi-million 
pound headquarters, because 
vital computer systems will 
not be installed in time. 

The authority had planned to move 
into the new building at Finepoint Busi¬ 
ness Park, near Stourport, at the start 
of September. 

But bosses have been told BT is 
unable to install data links for the 
council’s computer system as sched¬ 
uled. 

Council leader CouncillorJohn 
Campion said the delay had meant 
putting back the installation of other IT 
facilities at the building. 

He said the authority had been left 
with no choice but to reschedule the 
planned transfer of staff. 

Planned 

Workers are now expected to move 
into the site at the beginning of October 
- a month later than originally planned. 

Councillor Campion said the delay 
would have no financial impact on the 
council and would not disrupt the 
authority’s work. 

“Unfortunately this is out of our 
control and we are very disappointed 
the move will not take place as sched¬ 
uled. The plan has always been to move 
into the new site by the start of Septem¬ 
ber so to have to reschedule at such a 
late stage has been unfortunate.” 

The new building has proved contro¬ 
versial since it was announced in 2010. 
Some councillors said existing facilities 
should have been modernised instead to 
save money.

The proposals, if adopted, 
would apply to new service 
users only, with current 
service users only affected if 
their assessed care needs 
significantly changed. 

It was due to finish at the 
end of July, but following 
feedback, the authority’s 
adult social care team has 
extended it until the end of 
the month. 

The council says the pro¬ 
posal would not see people 
forced into care homes 
against their will. It wantsto 
make community care pack¬ 
ages to support people to 
live independently, more 
cost effective.

MP tackles Tesco on petrol prices 


WYRE Forest MP Mark Gamier has 
stepped up the local fuel fairness cam¬ 
paign. 

He met Emma Reynolds, a representa¬ 
tive of Tesco, to discuss the local petrol 
price anomalies - anomalies that mean 
that Tesco in Kidderminster charges 
4p per litre more than the Tesco in 
Cradley Heath, just 13 miles away. 

Mrs Reynolds explained that Tesco 
had a pricing policy that aimed to be 


one of the most competitive within a 
three mile radius. The supermarket 
had also tried to become competitive by 
offering card points and other incen¬ 
tives that could result in up to 50p 
being knocked off each litre bought 
with vouchers. 

Mr Gamier said: “Mrs Reynolds was 
unable to come up with a solution that 
can be made without changing the 
company’s national pricing policy. 


“She has agreed to meet her superi¬ 
ors. In the meantime, I am still very 
unhappy that Wyre Forest residents 
are paying more than 4p per litre more 
than neighbouring areas. I would urge 
people unhappy with this situation, to 
buy from cheaper retailers, especially 
Callow Oils at Chaddesley Corbett, 
who offer the most competitive price 
locally. Consumer power is the most 
effective pressure.”

Adam’s father Tim said the unit 
made an impossible situation easier 
and thanked Stuart in advance for his 
amazing efforts. 

He added: “Our son Adam is always 
in our thoughts and one of our biggest 
fears is that he will be forgotten.

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Former stray Brutus in 
key Olympic police role 


A DOG that was found wandering 
the streets as a stray is now 
helping to keep the Olympic 
Games safe. 

Brutus and his handler Pc Steve Clarke 
are part of the West Mercia Police contin¬ 
gent seconded to London for the Games. 

Brutus is now a specialist search dog, but 
he had an unhappy start to life. Luckily, as 
a stray, he was found and taken in by the 
Dogs Trust in Kenilworth. 

His boisterous nature made him difficult 
to rehome, but his intelligence was spotted 
and he was put forward as a possible police 
dog. 

Mick Chidgey of the Dogs Trust links the 
charity’s 18 centres and 28 police forces. He 
said: “We are incredibly proud of our rescue 
dogs who are now working with the police. 

“We have seen a huge interest from the 
police in the run-up to the Olympics. Many 
of the dogs would have been difficult to 
rehome, yet they are working, serving their 
country.” 

Dogs like three-year-old Brutus are 
trained arms and explosives dogs. They 
sweep the areas with their handlers looking 
for suspect devices. They also secure the 
entrance to the venues and protect the ath¬ 
letes’ village. 

Brutus got through his training and 
passed his exams with flying colours before 
being permanently assigned to Pc Clarke, 
based at Rubery. 

Force Chief Inspector Andrew Milne said: 
“I’m delighted Brutus and Pc Clarke are at 
the Olympics to support the Metropolitan 
Police and help keep the Games safe. As a 
specialist search dog he has a vital role to 
play. 

“West Mercia Police has an excellent rela¬ 
tionship with Dogs Trust and is always 
grateful for their support. For many years 
they have proved to be a reliable source of 
police dogs and we rely on their expertise to 
pick the right rescue dogs for us. 

“We give them a purpose and a home and 
the dogs have enjoyable careers.”

Overcoming snobbish attitude to dialect 


THE letter by Alan T Harri¬ 
son in the Chronicle made 
some very good points. 

Mr Harrison was right in 
saying that “grammar is a 
description of the way lan¬ 
guage works” and he also 
made an excellent point 
about how the dialect has its 
own grammar. 

I have sadly heard so many 
people - some of them Black 
Country people - who have 
spoken critically of the 
dialect, saying that it is “not 
English” and that dialect fea¬ 


tures such as “we am” are 
“not good English”. 

An even greater annoy¬ 
ance is when people refer to 
the dialect as “slang”. Slang 
is something different alto¬ 
gether. When I was a child in 
the late 80s and early 90s 
many of my teachers cor¬ 
rected kids for using dialect 
words. I worried about using 
the words in school for fear of 
being corrected in front of 
the whole class. 

I always thought my teach¬ 
ers had a snobbish attitude 


towards the dialect. In my 
last year at primary school I 
had a very middle-class 
teacher who once said to a 
kid in my class: “You can’t 
walk into a bank and say ‘I 
wor’ and another time she 
questioned me and another 
kid about pronouncing “bus” 
as “buzz”. 

Attitudes towards the 
dialect seem slightly more 
relaxed nowadays, which is 
something that pleases me. 

But many people in the 
Black Country still seem to 


dislike the dialect, which is 
the closest to Old English 
than any other regional 
dialect in the country - as 
well as being an important 
part of our heritage. 

People also need to know 
the difference between the 
meaning of the word “slang” 
and the meaning of the word 
“dialect”.

MEMBERS of a tennis club in 
Rugeley have served up 60 
years. 

Past and present members of 
Etching Hill Tennis Club were invited 
along to a Diamond Jubilee party at the 
club’s East Butts Road clubhouse last 
week. 

The club was officially opened back 
in July 1952 by No 2 Wightman Cup 
player Kay Tuckey, who played an exhi¬ 
bition match against Flo Judy Wallis, 
an RAF champion and a Wimbledon 
player. 

The seeds were sown towards the 
club’s inception when in the early 
1940s a large field was made available 
for leisure use. 

In 1947 a village hall was built and 


by Marion Brennan 

two hard tennis courts were added in 
1952. A meeting of villagers decided 
that a tennis club should be formed 
with annual subscriptions set at 30s 
6d. 

Today, senior membership is £130. 

In 1954 a hut, which had been used 
to house servicemen during the Second 
World War at Brindley Heath R.A.F. 
camp, was bought cheaply by the club 
and erected by members next to the 
village hall. 

This was later replaced by a more 
modern brick building. In 1972 a third 
court was laid. 

Nowadays, the club has three flood¬ 
lit courts available for use throughout 
the year. Club sessions for senior 


members are held on Tuesday and 
Thursday evenings and Sunday morn¬ 
ings and the club is also host to a thriv¬ 
ing junior contingent, whose training 
sessions are held on Monday nights 
and Saturday mornings. 

Premier 

Four men’s teams, four mixed and 
three ladies teams compete in county 
and area leagues and the club has both 
men’s and ladies teams in the top 
county premier league. 

The clubhouse boasts a bar pool, 
table tennis and darts facilities and the 
club also has a thriving social member¬ 
ship and a cribbage team which plays 
in a local league on Tuesday evenings 
during the season.

PEOPLE in Worcestershire are 
being asked to help keep last 
year’s archaeological find in its 
home county. 

Last October a stash of almost 4,000 
Roman coins was discovered by metal detec¬ 
tors in the Vale of Evesham. It was the 
largest haul of treasure ever found in the 
Worcestershire. 

Research indicates the hoard was buried 
nearly a century after it was accumulated - 
the only known such British example, 
meaning the hoard is of national signifi¬ 
cance. 

Museums Worcestershire is hoping to 
raise £40,000 to acquire and conserve the 
coins and then display them at a number of 
venues in the county. The hoard is held in 
the British Museum and the county has just 
four months to raise the money. 

More than 3,000 people came to see the 
hoard at Worcester City Art Gallery and 
Museum and many made clear their 
support to keep the hoard in the county by 
offering almost £1,400 in donations. 

Philippa Tinsley, of Museums Worcester¬ 
shire said: “We made a brilliant start to the 
campaign to keep the hoard in the county 
last year, and we’re hoping residents will 
show their support and make a donation.

Exchange homes plan 


MORE than 40 homes could 
be built on the site of Kidder¬ 
minster’s former telephone 
exchange, under new plans 
lodged with council bosses. 

The building in Blackwell Street 
stands on the same spot where Sir 
Rowland Hill, creator of the Penny 
Post, was born. 

For many years developers have 
mooted proposals to transform the 
site but none of the schemes have got 
off the ground. 

But now Blue Square Kiddermin¬ 
ster Ltd has submitted new plans to 
convert and extend the building to 
create 42 apartments. The firm says 
in the planning application, the 


exchange, which has been closed for 
more than a decade, had been tar¬ 
geted by vandals. 

In 2007 the building was destroyed 
by fire. 

The developer wants to give the 
rundown building a facelift and 
retain the historical front which 
dates back to the 1930s. 

Cycle 

The complex would offer one and 
two bedroom apartments as well as 
studio flats. It would have around 30 
off-street car parking spaces and 
cycle racks. 

Emma Evans, from agents 
Alliance Planning, said: “The pro¬ 
posed conversion will bring back into 


use an important building within the 
centre of Kidderminster.” 

The plans have been been submit¬ 
ted to Wyre Forest District Council 
and a decision is expected to be made 
within the next two months. 

The exchange building was bought 
by the applicant in 2006. Neighbour¬ 
ing businesses and organisations 
including the council’s conservation 
officer are being consulted on the 
scheme. 

Sir Rowland Hill was born in 
Blackwell Street in 1795 but the 
house where he lived was demolished 
in 1930 to make way for the tele¬ 
phone exchange, which was eventu¬ 
ally constructed during 1934. 


Council among best at 
tax collection efficiency 


DUDLEY and Sandwell councils are among 
the best in the country at raking in tax due 
from local ratepayers. 

Both Sandwell and Dudley collected 98.2 
per cent of the council taxes levied on 
borough taxpayers last year. 

Wolverhampton was close behind, with 96 
per cent of council tax owed collected during 
2011-12. In Walsall more than 97 per cent of 
the amount due from borough taxpayers 
was collected, with more money recovered 
since as the council continues to chase out¬ 
standing debts. 

Dudley’s cabinet member for finance, 
Councillor Pete Lowe, said: “Our high 
council tax collection rate places us joint 
second of all metropolitan councils, which 
benefits everyone by reducing administra¬ 


tion costs and ensuring the council’s spend¬ 
ing programmes are properly funded.” 

But he said the council recognised the dif¬ 
ficulties that hard-pressed residents and 
businesses were currently facing - so, from 
next April, they will be able to spread their 
payments over 12 months instead of the 
existing 10 months. 

Councillor Lowe said that, despite the dif¬ 
ficult economic climate, Dudley’s high level 
of collection was on a par with that of previ¬ 
ous years and was much better than the 
average for metropolitan councils. 

“We really appreciate the excellent 
payment record of most of Dudley’s council 
tax and business rates payers, especially 
given the tough financial situation in which 
we find ourselves,” he added.

Engineering firm helping to 
unlock secrets of the universe 

A BLACK COUNTRY firm has 
helped supply parts for 
research delving into the 
history of the universe. 

TM Engineers secured a £750,000 
deal to build part of the Large Hadron 
Collider in Switzerland. Scientists oper¬ 
ating the 38,000-ton machine won 
international acclaim when they 
announced the discovery of the Higgs 
boson, known as the “God particle”. 

It is hoped the discovery will help sci¬ 
entists unlock mysteries of the uni¬ 
verse. 

Workers at the Kingswinford firm 
developed parts which help capture 
atoms as they are sent careering around 
the 16-mile underground structure. 

The 13ft-wide aluminium parts, 
called E-Cal End Plates, were sent in 
two sets to Geneva. 

Components 

They took six months to develop due 
to the complicated manufacturing 
process. A carbon fibre “shroud” and 
lead blocks were attached to holes on 
the plates to catch the atoms. 

The firm which has 55 staff was 
founded more than 60 years ago. It is 
one of only 10 firms worldwide to be 
awarded special gold plaques from 
Geneva for its work on the Large 
Hadron Collider. 

The LHC produces tiny patches of 
high energy by forcing atomic particles 
travelling at very high speed, to collide. 

TM Engineers sales manager 
Richard Holland said: “We are enor¬ 
mously proud of the fact that we have 
created one of the most critical engi¬ 
neering components in history that is 
going to help find the answer to how we

Disguised as a man, in 
1747, she joined the Royal 
Marines, fought in India, 
and was the first woman 
soldier to be a Chelsea Pen¬ 
sioner.

Love triangle leads 
to a crime of passion 


Y es, it boasts a tremendous 
cast, the episodes are all 
written or co-written by the 
acclaimed Jimmy McGovern, and it 
explores how ordinary people can 
find themselves standing in the 
dock, on trial for the most horrifying 
crimes. But for many people, the real 
draw of the second series of 
Accused (Tuesday, BBC1, 9pm) is 
the chance to see Sean Bean in 
drag. 

Luckily, the BBC isn’t going to 
make us wait, as he stars in the first 
of the six stand-alone dramas, 
playing college teacher Simon 
Gaskell, who leads an intriguing 
double life. In the evenings, he is a 
transvestite called Tracie Tremarco, 
who does the rounds of 
Manchester’s bars looking for love. 

Bean admits he didn’t immediately 
jump at the chance to put on his 
stilettos, “I had a call from my agent 
saying, ‘Do you fancy playing a 
transvestite?’ I said, ‘Not really, why?’ 

“But as soon as she said it was a 
Jimmy McGovern project, who I’ve 
wanted to work with for a while, I 
was interested.” 


Even once he’d accepted the role, 
there were challenges in store. 
‘There I am, a big bloke, it’s a week 
before filming and I’m practising 
walking in high heels round my 
house. It felt like I was on stilts. I 
thought this hurts. I’ll never stop 
hobbling. I need to be able to get my 
balance and posture right. My 
sympathies go out to women now. I 
understand what they go through! 

“Mind you, I can say I’ve really got 
the hang of heels now, I don’t think 
they’re that bad. I can dance in them 
too.” 

But he’s keen to point out that 
there’s more to the opening episode 
of Accused than the chance to see 
one of Britain’s most successful - 
and most rugged - actors as we’ve 
never seen him before. 

‘The script was brilliant, and very 
moving. It’s a really touching story 
about a complicated man. He has a 
relationship with another man, which 
develops into deep love, and then 
spirals out of control into something 
quite dark and disturbing.” 

The trouble starts when Tracie 
meets Tony (Stephen Graham), a 


satellite and aerial engineer who 
rescues her from an altercation with 
a group of blokes on a stag night. 
Love begins to blossom, but Tony 
has a secret of his own - he’s 
married to beautician Karen (Rachel 
Leskovac), and while he’s smitten 
with Tracie, he does still care about 
his wife. 

The result is a love triangle that 
points to a terrible crime of passion. 

Bean says: “It’s not about sex; 
it’s about falling in love. In Trade’s 
case it’s with the wrong person, 
which is something everyone can 
relate to whatever their preferences 
are.” 

But while things look set to end 
badly for Tracie and Tony, the actor 
had a much more positive time. 

“The experience of being Tracie 
was great fun and really liberating. 
I’ve not had an adrenalin rush like it 
for ages... 

“This role has been a great 
opportunity. It’s one of the most 
challenging parts I’ve ever done; it’s 
so far from my perceived image. I 
can’t think of anything that 
compares. I can’t top it.”
